1 . The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 1 02 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

2. Claims 1-12 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Patent 1519853 as cited by applicant in view of Katsuji as cited by applicant and Rudolf 
et al. 

Patent 1519853 discloses device for controlling variable speed electric motors, 
comprising electronic driver unit connectable to terminals of power source for supplying 
current to at least one motor and an optical switch device for triggering electronic driver 
unit, optical switch device comprising light emitting means and light transducer means 
for deterring an d converting light into an electric variable signal, light transducer means 
being connected to driver unit for controlling motor wherein light emitter means 
comprise at least one white light led connected in parallel to power lines terminals , see 
fig 4 , 10, 15,16, r2 , and page 2 lines 20-50 . Patent 1519853 lacks disclosing, hand 
held power tools and capacitor in miniaturized power circuit. Katsuji disclose capacitor 
for power circuit; see col 2 lines 10-40 and fig 1 . Rudolf et al disclose power tool and 
miniturized circuit, see paragraph 0004. It would have been obvious to one of ordinary 
skill in the art to combine the Patent 1519853 controlling variable speed motors with 
power tool of Rudolf et al and capacitor of Katsuji since it is possible to combine this 
control system with various motor sped control units, and for improved speed control.
